taered Thread« aad Corda. 


The sacred thread of the Brahmans is 
well known. It is a caste distinction 
assumed at an early age and never part 
ed with. It must be made by a Brah­ 
man and should consist of three strands, 
each of a different color, 48 yards in 
length, doubled and twisted together 
twice, the ends tied in knots. It must 
be worn nest tbe akin, over the' left 
shoulder, hanging down to the thigh on 
tbe right side. The three castes of the 
Hindoos are distinguished by the materi 
al of these threads—cotton for the Brah 
mans, hemp for the warriors and wool 
for the artisans. The Farsees also wear 
the sacred thread, and boys of 7 or 
are invested with it, the threads used 
being made always of fibers of the sura 
tree. Monier Williams describes the sa 
'.cred girdle of the Farsees as made 
73 woolen threads, forming a flat bond, 
which is twined three times aiound the 
body and tied in two peculiar knots 
the secret of which it known only 
the Farsees. 


The use of ” medicine cords” is com 
mon among North American Indians. 
Mr. Bourke describes those worn by the 
Apuchea These consist of one, two, 
three and four strands, to which are at 
tacbed shells, feathers, beads, rock crys­ 
tal, sacred grceu stones and other art!

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Sacr«d Thread» »nd Cords. 


The sacred thread of the Brahmans is 
well known, it is a caste distinction 
assumed at an early ago and never part­ 
ed with. It must bo made by a Brah­ 
man and should consist of three strands, 
each of a different color, 48 yards in 
length, doubled and twisted together 
twice, the ends tied in knots. It must 
be worn next tho skin, over tho left 
ghoulder, hanging down to the thigh on 
the right side. The three castes of the 
Hindoos are distinguished by the materi­ 
al of these threads—cotton for the Brah­ 
mans, hemp lor the warriors and wool 
for the artisans. The Pursecs also wear 
the sacred thread, and boys of 7 or 9 
are invested with it, the threads used 
being made always of fibers of tho suru 
tree. Monier Williams describes the sa­ 
cred girdle of the Parsees as made of 
7a woolen threads, forming a flat band, 
which is twined three times around the 
body and tied in two pcculiur knots, 
tho secret of which ig known only to 
the Parsees. 


The use of ** medicine cords” is com­ 
mon among North Amcvioan Indians. 
Mr. Bourke describes those worn by the 
Apaches. These consist of one, two, 
three and four strands, to which are at­ 
tached shells, feathers, beads, rook crys­ 
tal, sacred green stones and other arti­ 
cles, doubtless employed symbolically.
